The ex-king of Prussia 
had the 
highest income by far of all the rul­ 
ing potentates of the empire.

fixed annual salary amounted to 18,- 
000,000 marks (about $4,500,000). In 
his capacity as German kaiser he drew 
a further income of 3,000,000 marks, j 
or $750,000 for running expenses, i 
But the actual expenses of the im- j 
perial court were defrayed from the 
Prussian civil list. 
Whenever 
the 
“savings” of this civil list fell below 
1.000.000 marks, the treasury of the 
royal household insisted upon an ii\- 
crease of the civil list.. 
The Morgenpost claims 
that, ac­ 
cording to this system, William II 
was enabled, during the 30 years of 
his reign, to increase his private for­ 
tune from 180,000 marks, at the time 
of his throne ascension in 1888, to the 
imposing sum of 18,000,000 marks, or 
$4,500,000.

the sale of real estate, ostensibly the
